100, they have not included any 
sum equal in amount to that particular amount.

3 d. per centum for the 
collection of that portion of the Revenue remitted by them. 

Taking the total number of Post Towns, and the aggregate amount of Salaries, it will appear 
that the Allowances do not average to each Deputy more than £.31. 5s. per annum, for which 
they provide an office, and discharge the trust-worthy duties of Postmasters, to which their 
whole time must be devoted, and Coals, Candles, Stationery, &c. provided out of this sum.
